Federation Faets

People frequently ask me what 
the Federation does besides raising 
funds in the annual Welfare Fund 
campaign. This lack of familiarity 
with the non-fund-raising aspects 
of Federation activities is under- 
standable in view of the fact that 
there is so much publicity during 
the annual drive and relatively 
little with respect to the other 
Federation work. 

In addition to campaigning the 
two other major responsibilities 
that the Federation carries are in 
the broad areas of planning for the 
health and welfare services of the 
Jewish community and allocating 
of funds raised to our local, nation- 
al and overseas organizations. 

In the space of one column it is 
impossible to do justice to either of 
these subjects. How^ever, a couple 
of illustrations of what is involved 
in social planning might be in or- 
der. The modernization and ex- 
pansion of the Jewish Hospital, for 
example, involved some six years 
of intensive study and planning on 
the part of many representatives 
of the Federation, Jewdsh Hospital, 
Sanatorium, Miriam Hospital, Medi- 
cal Social Service Bureau and Or- 
thodox Old Folks Home. During 
this period a tremendous amount 
of data was gathered concerning 
the health requirements of the Jew- 
ish community with particular re- 
ference to the requirements of mod- 
ern hospital services, care of the 
aged and chronic sick, physical re- 
habilitation and social services. 

Nationally known hospital ex- 
perts were consulted on numerous 
occasions until eventually a blue 
print to fit the particular needs of 
St. LOUIS was developed. Over the 
long period of study literally hun- 
dreds of pc'iple in the community 
were involv^cd and had an excellent 
opportunity lo learn what a modern 
community health plan should in- 
clude. The final plan involved the 
merger of Jewish Hospital, Jewish 
Sanatorium, Miriam Hospital and 
Jewish Medical Social Service Bu 
reau into one organization. Mergers 
of this kind are not easy to bring 
about but because of the opportuni- 
ty that was provided for all per- 
sons concerned to pai'ticipate in 
the study and learn for themselves 
what needed to be done, the con- 
clusion that a merger w^as required 
was a decision that these people 
themselves made. 

Another illustration of social plan- 
ing is now going on in the area of 
group wofk and recreation to 
which I made reference in this 
column a cou^e of weeks ago. Back 
in 1947 a study of the existing serv- 
ices in this field of community wel- 
fai*e was begun and involved the 
participation not only of the Fed- 
eration but of the Y.M.H.A., Coun- 
cil House and Camp Hawthorn 
which at that time were separate 
o^anizations. Again a good deal 
of thought and effort went into the 
securing of information as to what 


the community’s needs were, what 
existing resources were available to 
meet these needs and what weak 
spots there were that needed 
strengthening. 

As a result of this study there 
was conviction among the agencies 
and the Federation that the com- 
munity could be most effectively 
and economically served if there 
were one group work and recrea- 
tion agency rather than three in 
St. Louis. The merger of these 
three organizations then followed 
and the Jewish Community Cen- 
ters' Association was created. At the 
present time the Federation and the 
JCCA are involved in the next step 
in this large planning job which is 
to determine more specifically what 
changes and improvements are re- 
quired with respect to buildings and 
seiwices so that the community can 
be properly seiwed for the next two 
generations or more. 

Most of . the people who partici- 
pate in these studies do so on a 
volunteer basis and devote tremen- 
dous amounts of time and effort to 
the work. They are motivated en- 
tirely by their sense of responsibili- 
ty for community welfare and the 
only satisfaction they derive is in 
knowing that they have done some- 
thing to make St. Louis a better 
place in which to live.

UNITY WITHIN DIVERSITY 
REALIZED AT BRANDEIS U. 


ST. LOUIS CHAPTER 
MEETS FRIDAY 
AT KINGS-WAY

Brandeis University in Waltham, 
Mass., named for the Supreme 
Court Justice, Louis Dembitz Bran- 
deis, is the first nonsectarian insti- 
tution of higher learning founded 
by American Jews. 

It is ^a grand university, whose 
message has inspired thousands 
across the nation, including over 
1200 Jewish women who belong to 
the St. Louis Chapter. St. Louis 
women are especially proud that 
the President of Brandeis Univer- 
sity is a native son, Dr. Abram 
Sacha r, who. was called out of re- 
tirement to accept the leadership 
of the university. 

The story of the three chapels on 
the campus reflects the growth of 
the university as well as the under- 
standing of its leaders and ti'ustees. 

Several years ago, resources be- 
came available for the building of 
a modest Jewish chapel. It would 
have been following the well-set 
tradition of the denominationally 
founded universities of America 
had such a chapel been built on 
the Brandeis campus in the image 
of the host group, with hospitality 
offered in the chapel to Catholic 
and Protestant students. 

Following this custom, the Har- 
vard chapel is Congregationalist, the

was to eliminate the implication of 
minority status- for any group on 
the Brandeis campus. 

Finally the concept emerged to 
build three beautiful chapels, of 
equal dignity and adequacy, 
grouped around a lovely pool. The 
three chapels have become an invi- 
tation to the three major faiths to 
worship separately, but in harmony. 

Designing of each chapel fol- 
lowed only after careful consulta- 
tion with authorities of the faiths 
involved. Each religion will have its 
own facilities. In this way there 
will be emphasis on the equality of 
all creeds rather than the pseudo- 
liberalism of a “least common de- 
nominator tolerance^'

THE RABBI’S PULPIT 


Everyone Respects The 
Jewish Sabbath Except-

Some time ago, the local Boy 
Scout Council inadvertently sched- 
uled its annual meeting on a Fri- 
day evening. When this mistake 
was brought to the attention of the 
Scout organization, the director 
apologized profusely and sincerely 
for the error. His letter wafe so 
impressive ^that it is worthwhile 
to reprint it in full. He wrote: 
“I am indeed sorry, in fact, I 
cannot adequately express my con- 
cern over the complete oversight 
on the part of those responsible 


Jewish worshiper to the faith of 
our fathers. 

That weak link is — ourselves. 

Sad to say, although the general 
community takes every precaution 
to respect the Jewish Sabbath, our 
own co-religionists act otherwise. 
Consider the matter of stores re- 
maining open on Friday evening, 
particularly in Jewish neighbor- 
hoods. A Christian friend of mine 
once remarked to me that he would 
be quite willing to close his store 
on Friday evening. Indeed, he in- 
dicated that he fought vigorously 
against the idea of transforming 


Friday evening into a shopping 
night; he wanted to spend that 
evening at home with his family. 
But his efforts and attempts were 
powerless. He could not overcome 
the determination of the Jewish 
shop - keepers who insisted upon 
Friday evening as shopping night. 
It is not exaggeration to say that 
Friday evening could easily lose its 
mercantile aspect, at least in the 
Jewish neighborhoods, if the Jew- 
ish merchants would only co-oper- 
ate — as well as Jewish customers. 

The same situation holds true in 
the schools. It is very discourag- 
ing to note how many Jewish par- 
ents lend their assistance in sched- 
uling school programs on Friday 
evening. One Parent-Teachers As- 
sociation in the west end, whose 
membership is preponderantly Jew- 
ish, actually programmed a meeting 
for the evening of Sukkos. When 
the Rabbis broach the school au-

for our Annual Meeting, in setting 
it on an evening which would be 
in direct conflict with the time of 
worship of any religious group. 
This should not have occurred. I 
assure you that such disregard for 
the Sabbath will not occur again, 
and I sincerely trust that you will 
accept our apologies for this inci- 
dent.” 

On another occasion, the local 
United Nations Citizens Committee 
also inadvertently planned a cele- 
bration on a Friday evening in or- 
der to commemorate the birthday 
of the United Nations. However, 
once again, it was pointed out that 
Friday evening was the Jewish Sab- 
bath. Thereupon, Father Donahue 
of St. Louis University moved that 
the celebration be postponed to 
Sunday evening. The motion was 
immediately carried. 

These two illustrations demon- 
strate emphatically that gradually 
the civic organizations of St. Louis 
are according the Jewish Sabbath 
the dignity and consideration it 

dosoivos. A l.'irgrc majority of the 
local community groims are ex- 
ceedingly scrupulous not to plan 
any program which will conflict 
with the Jewish Sabbath and the 
major Jewish holidays. 

The picture is very encouraging. 
It appears as if the Jewish Sab- 
bath and the Jewish holidays will 
soon regain the sanctity and holi- 
ness they once enjoyed. Unfor- 
tunately, however, there is one weak 
link in the chain that binds the
